REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To. the Citizens of New Ipswich: 


The report of your school board must go over the 
ground of last year for the most part. The same number 
of schools of the same length have been maintained. The 
amount of schooling is sufhcient and the pupils ought to 
make good progress. 

The teachers have all been from outside the town, had 
all had experience, and area class of very worthy persons. 
They have been strictly loyal and industrious in their 
work, all of them. We pronounce every one faithful and 
conscientious. Their style of work has partaken largely 
of modern methods and so seems to some fairminded, 
decent people even as a questionable one. It seems an effort 
to be intensely practical with a show of fruit gathering, 
rather than orchard growing. The writer himself is not 
yet thoroughly in accord with it, as is well known. He 
believes in rearing the structure by progressive stages—the 
foundation, the frame, the covering and finally the finish 
and ornamentation. Of course this analogy does not hold 
entire, but may be suggestive. 

All of the schools have had introduced by their in- 
genious teachers more or less of fancy work in the way 
of ‘‘invitations,’’ notice of holidays, of examinations: 
birthdays of poets or statesmen, etc., and this is most 
admirable to us all, so long as viewed only as diversion 
and novelty, and so of rest. When it becomes business 
then it is open to criticism. Original work is always a 
sign of life and push, and these are legitimate demands of 
childhood. 
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That every one must work in his own way needs 
hardly to be said here, and on the other hand in this day 
of intercourse and interchange of thought, we must all 
endeavor to adopt all best theories and ideas of others. 
No one is more to be mistrusted nowadays than he who 
thinks his way is all right and all of the right. 

We have spared no pains or reasonable expense, have 
looked for the best teachers, paid them well, and kept 
them if possible after they have gained success. Two have 
filled places during the year and we need hardly ask for 
better ones. The other four have completed two terms 
each. 

The funds furnished are liberal and promptly supplied ; 
the houses are in good shape and an honor to the town. 
Each year new books and maps, etc., are added by the 
board, and sometimes by good friends outside. There is 
room for further equipment in this direction, and I have 
no doubt other tools to work with will be furnished in 
the near future. 

Now the one thing above all is to arouse so much ~ 
interest in education, genuine education, not parade and 
show, not entertainment, but education, on the part of 
parents that they will send their children to the school, 
and send them with a good appetite for a desirable thing, 
knowledge. | 

One of the great leaders who is doing some talking of 
late is reported to have said: ‘‘In the college we are 
endeavoring to give young men the best possible fit to do 
intellectual work.’’ Certainly this is refreshing, since not 
much intellectual work is reported of late from such 
schools, but doubtless they do it while they talk as if in- 
terest centered in their feet and fists. 

One leaving the school work of this town can hardly 
fail to acknowledge kind treatment with thanks, thanks 
not only for courtesy and praise, but even for slander and 
blame, as even these reveal human nature and afford 
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profit. And so ‘‘onward”’ is the word for us all. ‘Live 
and learn.’’ With regret for errors and respect for honest
